THE  ALLIANCE  BETWEEN  RELIGION  AND 
DEMOCRACY— IS  IT  A  MATTER  OF 
ACCIDENT  OR  ESSENCE? 

In  his  message  to  Congress,  the  President  of 
the  United  States  asserted  the  close  interde¬ 
pendence  between  Religion  and  Democracy. 
That  both  have  been  thrown  together  as  a 
result  of  recent  events  is  immediately  ap¬ 
parent.  All  organized  religion  finds  itself  at 
the  present  time  tied  to  Democracy.  But  is 
the  union  merely  the  result  of  historical  ac¬ 
cident,  or  does  it  represent  a  fundamental 
kinship  of  spirit  between  a  certain  political 
structure  and  the  spiritual  traditions  of  the 
western  world?  The  analysis  of  Democracy 
and  Religion  and  the  demonstration  of  ulti¬ 
mate  unities  of  outlook  between  them  will 
be  Rabbi  Steinberg's  theme.

A  theme  suggested  by  Norman  Bentwich's 
biography  of  Solomon  Schechter

forceful  Jewish  student,  with  regard  to  his 
achievements  and,  beyond  all  else,  with  the 
attempt  to  determine  the  value  and  importance 
of  the  Jewish  scholar  on  the  contemporary 
Jewish  scene.

A  MESSAGE  TO  THE  MEMBERS  FROM  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  BOARD 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue 
held  on  December  13th  and  again  at  the  meeting  of  the  membership  of  the 
congregation  on  January  10th,  the  question  of  attendance  at  services  was 
raised  for  serious  discussion. 

It  was  universally  agreed  that  the  quality  of  our  pulpit  preaching  and 
the  grace  of  our  formal  worship  are  unexcelled  in  metropolitan  New  York. 
Our  difficulty  seems  to  be  a  state  of  mind  on  the  part  of  our  membership  as  a 
result  of  which  it  is  taken  for  granted  that  members  of  the  congregation  will 
as  a  matter  of  course  not  attend  worship. 

As  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  I  take  this  means  of  asking  our 
members  to  modify  their  attitudes,  develop  the  practice  of  assuming  that  you 
will  be  at  services,  and  make  absence  an  exception  rather  than  a  rule.  You 
owe  it  to  your  own  spiritual  life  not  to  miss  the  guidance  and  the  inspiration 
which  worship  and  the  sermons  associated  with  it  can  afford  you.

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THE  SERMON  ON  JANUARY  6th 

Last  Friday  night  Rabbi  Steinberg  took  as  his 
text  a  statement  made  in  1834  by  the  German- 
Jewish  poet  and  essayist,  Heinrich  Heine.  That 
statement  is  so  remarkable  in  its  foresight  that 
we  quote  it  here  in  full. 

"Christianity — and  this  is  its  greatest  merit — 
has  occasionally  calmed  the  brutal  German  lust 
for  battle,  but  it  cannot  destroy  that  savage  joy. 
And  when  once  that  restraining  talisman,  the 
cross  is  broken,  then  the  old  combatants  will 
rage  with  the  fury  celebrated  by  the  Norse  poets. 
The  wooden  talisman  is  fast  decaying;  the  day 
will  come  when  it  will  break  pathetically  to 
pieces.  Then  the  old  stone  gods  will  rise  from 
unremembered  ruins  and  rub  the  dust  of  a  thous¬ 
and  years  from  their  eyes,  and  Thor  will  leap 
to  life  at  last  and  bring  down  his  gigantic 
hammer  on  the  Gothic  cathedrals.  .  .  .Do  not 

smile;  it  is  no  mere  fantasy.  .  .  .The  thought

always  precedes  the  act,  as  the  lightning  pre¬ 
cedes  the  thunder.  .  .  .German  thunder  is  truly 
German;  it  takes  its  time.  But  it  will  come,  and 
when  it  crashes  it  will  crash  as  nothing  in  history 
crashed  before.  The  hour  will  come.  .  .  .A  drama 
will  be  performed  which  will  make  the  French 
Revolution  seem  like  a  pretty  idyll.  .  .  .Never 
doubt  it;  the  hour  will  come." 

Analyzing  Heine’s  prognostications,  Rabbi 
Steinberg  pointed  out  that  for  all  its  amazing 
accuracy,  it  proceeds  from  an  assumption  unac¬ 
ceptable  to  the  religious  mind,  namely  that  seg¬ 
ments  of  mankind,  in  this  case  the  German  people, 


are  by  nature  uncivilized.  Rabbi  Steinberg  argued 
against  such  assumptions.  The  German  people, 
he  insisted,  must  be  seen  not  as  an  inhuman 
division  of  humanity  but  as  a  group  which  has 
become  what  it  is  because  of  history  and  cir¬ 
cumstance.  He  warned  the  congregation  against 
slipping  into  the  Nazi  device  of  mass  condem¬ 
nation.  To  this  extent,  he  concluded,  is  Heine's 
prophecy  based  on  valid  premises.  Religion 
has  been  the  discipline  of  man's  brutality.  All 
peoples  alike  need  the  influence  of  church  and 
synagogue  if  violence  and  coercion  are  to  be 
overcome.  *  _

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OUR  SYNAGOGUE  AND  GERMAN 
EMIGRES 

The  special  committee  of  our  congregation  ap¬ 
pointed  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  integrating 
German  refugees  into  the  life  of  our  Synagogue 
will  very  shortly  issue  such  a  questionnaire  which 
will  make  inquiry  as  to  readiness  to  supply 
affidavits,  the  ability  to  house  German  emigres 
temporarily,  the  willingness  to  act  as  social 
sponsors  in  our  Synagogue  life  for  newcomers. 
In  addition,  inquiry  will  be  made  concerning 
employment. 

A  typical  case  is  that  of  a  couple  of  fine 
cultural  antecedents;  the  woman  of  a  family  of 
people  of  letters  and  music,  the  man  formerly  a 
prominent  attorney.  The  couple  is  looking  for 
employment — the  woman  as  governess,  house¬ 
keeper  or  lady's  companion,  the  husband 
equipped  with  technical  skills  as  valet,  gardener 
or  houseman.  Is  there  any  family  associated 
with  our  congregation  which  could  use  such  a 
couple  —  perhaps  in  its  country  place?  This 
instance  is  quoted  by  way  of  example,  but  any 
one  who  is  interested  can  address  inquiries  to 
Rabbi  Steinberg  or  to  Mr.  William  Heller,  chair¬ 
man  of  the  committee  on  German  refugees,  at 
the  Synagogue.
